The annual rate of mortality last week was 27 per 1080 
London, 30 in Edinburgh, and 25 in Dublin: 25 in Bristol, 24 in 
Birmingham, 29 in Liverpool, 31 in Manchester, 28 in Salford, 23 in 
Sheffield, 27 in Bradford, 34 in Leeds, 21 in Hull, 32 in Neweastle- 
on-Tyne, and 34 in Glasgow. 
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During last year the deaths of 203 persons who were killed by 
horses or vehicles in the streets of London were registered. Sixty- 
five children under the age of ten years, 18 young persons from ten 
to fifteen years of age, and 120 persons, aged twenty years and 
upwards, lost their lives. Seven persons were killed by horses, 12 
by omnibuses, 21 by cabs, 45 by vans or wa gons, 7 by drays, 53 
by carts, and 68 by vehicles not described. The question arises : 
should heavy waggons and such vehicles be driven at their present 
velocity, often by unskilful drivers, in the stroets of London ?

The list of the company invited comprised many of the gentry 
of the western parts of Sussex and some of the oldest and 
largest tenants of the Duke's estates.

It was briefly acknowledged by his Grace. Mr. T. Sanctuary, 
of Horsham, proposed that of the Dowager Duchess of 
Norfolk, (widow of the thirteenth Duke, and daughter of 
the first Duke of Sutherland), on whose behalf Lord Edward 
Howard, uncle of the present Duke, returned thanks.

THE SOUTH KENSINGTON 
LOAN COLLECTION. 


We have, during the last two 
or three years, more than once 
given Illustrations of some of the 
curious and beautiful specimens 
of foreign or medisval art-manu- 
factures which have been exhi- 
bited from time to time in the 
South Kensington Museum, by 
the liberal permission of their 
private owners, who lent them 
for that purpose to the Science 
and Art Department of the Com- 
mittee of Council on Education. 
We now present a few more 
examples which were among the 
noticeable objects in the 

Collection some time ago. They 
comprise a ‘tenure horn,” of 
carved ivory, belonging to the 
Hare family, of Stow-Bardolph, in 
Norfolk ; a clock of gilt metal, con- 
structed at Augsburg, probably in 
the sixteenth century, with dome- 
shaped top, which is perforated, 
and has columns at the angles 
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daughter of the late Lord Lyons, was proposed by Mr. Thomas 
Evans, of Lyminster, and acknowialiged fy his Grace. The health 
of the trustees—Lord Edward Howard, Lord Petre, Lord Stafford, 
and Mr. J. A. Smith—and that of Mr. Hope Scott, as one of the 
guardians of the present Duke in his minority, were also given, 
followed by other toasts of local or family interest. 
The triumphal arch, shown in another of our Illustrations, was 
erected by a subscription of the ladies of Arundel at the entrance 
of the town on the bridge. The work was intrusted to Mr. Sparks, 
decorator, of Arundel, and was very nicely carried out. The arch 
was brilliantly decorated with evergreens and flags, and in the 
towers were quarterings of the ducal arms. At the entrance facing 
the road to the railway station was a large ey Sa 
the arch, with the words, “‘ Erected by the ladies of ndel to 
commemorate the coming of age of the Duke of Norfolk—December 
: b b : 27th, 1868.’’ On the reverse side was the sentiment, ‘‘ Many happy ‘ .

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a circular powder-flask, of ivory, 
which has the initials “‘J. P.’’ 
nscribed in the centre. There 
is also a brass lectern, for 
church or chapel use, which is 
furnished with two candelabra, 
and surmounted by a crucifix; 
this is supposed to be as old as 
the fifteenth century. Another 
article of ecclesiastical equip- 
ment is the ivory crozier, with 
@ design representing the coro- 
nation of the Virgin carved upon 
tshead. There isone more piece 
of domestic furniture, a large hall 
lantern, of the sixteenth cen- 
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tury; besides which we have en- 
graved an ivory hunting-horn, 
of very curious Oriental design ; 
its carvings represent various 
hunting-scenes, with crocodiles 
and angels, an odd combination 
of figures, supporting an heraldic 
shield of arms. Two old-fashioned 
state carriages appear in the [l- 
lustrations engraved on this page ; 
both are of the eighteenth cen- 
tury: the first is from Scotland, 
and belongs to the Earl of 
Darnley; while the other is that

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NEW MAIN STREET TO THE CITY. 

The contractors for the projected new street which has been 
decreed by the Metropolitan Board of Works to connect the 
Blackfriars-Bridge end of the Thames Embankment with the heart 
of the city of London have lately begun their operations. This 
roposed new thoroughfare will commence from Earl-street, New 

ridge-street, close to the Ludgate-hill station of the London, 
Chatham, and Dover Railway; thence it will run along a line 
drawn from west to east, a little to the north of the line of Upper 
Thames-street, to the south of the site of Doctor’s-commons and 
of St. Paul’s-churchyard. It will cross Cannon-street at the end 
of Bow-lane; thence turn slightly northward, and come out at the 
end of Walbrook, in the Poultry, on the east side of the Mansion 
House. Its total length will be about equal to that portion of 
the Strand between St. Clement’s Church and Charing-cross. 
demolition of houses in the Poultry, for the purpose of this 
improvement, has already commenced, as shown in one of our 
Illustrations. 


THE CHRISTMAS PANTOMIMES AND 


BURLESQUES. 
The London theatres, with two or three exceptions, continue to 
attract and amuse large audiences every night of the week by their 
representations of the new pantomimes, extravaganzas, and bur- 
lesque dramatic or operatic pieces of the season, which have all 
been described in our chronicle of theatrical affairs. We gave in 
our last publication some Illustrations of the performances at 
Covent Garden, Drury Lane, the Queen’s, and the Holborn Theatres. 
The two Engravings we now present show one of the most effective 
scenes in each of the pieces which have been 
at the Haymarket and the Lyceum. The pantomime at the Lyceum 
is entitled ‘‘ Harlequin Humpty Dumpty; or, the Old Woman 
from Babyland,’”’ into which some other old nursery friends, 
Peter Piper and Dame Trot with her Cat, are somehow intro- 
duced. The dancing of Mr. Frederick Vokes, as Harlequin, with

limb-twisting and leg-tossing, which is, perhaps, the greatest merit 
of the whole entertainment.

Rightful Heir ; ’’ which title has been perverted by Mr. Burnand, 
author of this parody, into “‘ The Frightful Hair,’’ apparently for 
the purpose of ridiculing a popular German tragedian, who wears an 
abundance of capillary ornament on his head. 


Vyvyan, the hero | 


of this amusing dramatic jeu-d' esprit, is personated by Mr. Kendal, | 


with a foreign accent and gesture and a most astonishing wig. The 
scene represented in our Engraving is that where he comes to 
grief, in the manner of Prince Absalom, by the excessive length 
and strength of his hair. ‘This entertainment at the Haymarket 
has more wit in it than the common run of Christmas pieces, and its 
scenery and music are good, 
THE THEATRES. 

The yeas just concluded has been rich in theatrical transactions, 
and during its coutinuance more than one new theatre has been 
added to the metropolitan list. Ever since the change in the law 
by which all 
perform the legitimate drama, the different houses have entered 
upon and continued a career of prosperity, which has yet new 
acquisitions to make. The change was, in the first instance, bene- 
ficial to managers, and gradually house after house got under 
better conduct, until at last every one of the old theatres was 
responsibly tenanted. Theatrical properties were redeemed every- 
where from insolvency; and an interval of peaceful possession 
ensued, during which many tentative experiments were made. The 
need of new dramas became manifest

FINE ARTS. 
THE ARMOUR AT SOUTH KENSINGTON. 


The splendid Meyrick collection of armour now being exhibited at 
South Kensington proves to be of such great popular interest that 
a continuation of our last week’s notice cannot be unacceptable. 
The earliest complete suit of steel plate armour in the collection 
is of about the date 1450, and its workmanship is in essentials not 
surpassed. The actual modelling of the back plates in accordance 
with the anatomical form is specially admirable. It is a mistake, 
however, to include the helmet or “‘salade’’ with the suit: the 
helmet is altogether inferior, and bears a different forgemark. The 
distinguishing feature of the salade proper is that it only covers 


the upper part of the face, the lower was protected by the 
hause col, which, rising above the chin, almost meets the 
rim of the salade. Apropos of helmets, reference may again 


be made to the enormous size of the tilting helms, of which 
there are several examples near this site. So gigantic are they that 
it has been not unreasonably supposed the largest were made for 
showing more imposingly when placed over tombs, as are the 
helmet, saddle, and shield of Henry V. in Westminster Abbey, the 
helmet and gauntlets of Edward the Black Prince at Canterbury, 
and as was the helmet of Sir Richard Pembridge, already 
noticed. This kind of helmet was, however, only worn. in 
actual combat, and was placed over the mail coif and iron 


skull cap. We also know it was so large that it rested on 
the shoulders; for these were sometimes injured when the 
helmet was turned round by a blow of the lance. In a 


romance of Sir Launcelot du Lac the helmet was so turned that the 
knight's shoulders were grazed, and blood flowed over his armour. 
It may be remarked with regret that scarcely a vestige exists, here 
or elsewhere, to illustrate the gradmal transition from chain-mail 
(ineflicient protect on against the shaft of the archer and the bolt 
of the cross-bowmen, to say nothing of mace and martel-de-fer) to 
plate armour—the latter being, in the first instance, only attached 
in small pieces to the mail; no remains of even the long steel coats 
worn at Agincourt have been identified. For information respect- 
ing the earliest armour, reference must be made to MS, illumina- 
tions and other paintings, the Bayeux tapestry, ancient seals, 
monumental effigies and brasses, and other authorities. Almost at 
the very opening of this collection—as with those at the 
Tower, Madrid, Milan, Paris, Dresden, and Vienna—both the 
weapons of offence (of course, excepting firearms) and the armour of 
defence had been carried to their limits as regards ponderous 
strength. A long rivalry between attack and defence, as between 
modern guns and ships, had subsisted till, the introduction of gun- 
powder rendering armour comparatively useless, it was retained 
merely for ornament (and embellished accordingly); just as, 
judging by recent experiments with improved guns and projectiles, 
the attack is again winning the day, and our ironclads may throw 
aside their armour and should be almost entirely submerged.

It far exceeds two hundred, and amongst 
these there have been very few failures. Indeed, audiences are now 
slow in condemning new pieces. They have got accustomed to them, 
and understand the matter better than they did. They have grown 
more lenient and discriminating ; moreover, they have learned to put 
confidence in modern authorship, without which a new drama can 
scarcely expect fair play. 

The year opened with a five-act comedy, at the St. James's, 
by Mr. H. T. Craven, entitled ** Needful ;*’ and was followed, at 
the Queen’s (a new theatre), by Mr. Byron's 
** Dearer than Life,’’ and at the Strand by a two-act drama, written 
by Mr. John Daly, named ‘Old Salt.’’ All three were creditable 
compositions. It is not our design to go through the list of nearly 
) new pieces; indeed, the task would prove impracticable from

Lytton’s “‘ Rightful Heir,” Mr. Stephenson's “‘ Pindee Singh,’’ Mr. 
J. P. Simpson’s play of ‘‘ Marie Antoinette,’’ and Dr. Mosenthal’s 
tragic drama of ** Pietra.’’ 
Smaller gs - in abundance have been produced, and burlesques 
without end. To register these would serve no purpose ; their per- 
formance, however, effects a great and appreciable good—we mean 
the unexampled number of females that it employs. . Thousands of 
talented young ladies are thus provided with honourable occupation. 
This of itself is so great a benefit that, notwithsanding the balance 
in favour of extravaganza is overcharged, we cannot but acknow- 
ledge candidly and unreservedly the good that results. 

We have also to record the opening of St. George’s Hall, with 
two new dramas by Mr. H. Such-Granville; one a three-act drama, 
entitled ‘‘Saved,’’ and the other a burlesque on ‘‘ Sardanapalus.’’ 
Of the two, the last was the more effective, but both have positive 
merits; and Mr. Granville, as an amateur, acts with a force and 
judgment whiclgwould become many a professional. The hall was 
crowded on the first night of the performance, and the applause 
was frequent, but not undeserved. The histrionic ability displayed 
was respectable, for, with two exceptions, the cast was oaguler. 
Some good incidental music was supplied by Mr. E. Such-Granville; 
and the whole may be enfely accepted as a success, 





The annual and quarterly revenue returns were published yester- 
day week. On the year the decrease of income is £644,000—viz., 
Customs, £144,000; stamps, £423,000; taxes, £7000; and Post 
Office, £70,000. The increase, on the other hand, has been 
£3,841,161, of which £3,148,000 arises under the heading of pro- 
perty tax, and £259,000 under that of excise. On the quarter only 
the increase in the excise is £339,000.

The swords throughout the collection are 
very fine, and include blades of all descriptions—the enormous two- 
handed and state swords, the large sword worn unsheathed by 
horsemen, the “ flaming sword,’’ a blade engraved with a vigorous 
design of saints attributed to Albert Diirer, the heavy “‘ cut and 
thrust ’’ sword, broadsword, and claymore, and the long light rapier 
for thrusting only, with ‘‘ Andrea Ferrara,’’ ‘‘Solingen,’’ and 
many other famous marks; numbers of them, especially of the 
Elizabethan period, with exquisite engraving, qe and other 
ornamentation on blade and hit ; and a fewswords, combining blade, 
and wheel-lock gun barrel. Among the miscellaneous objects is a 
rapier-hilt with beautiful chasings attributed to Cellini. The 
daggers are no less varied and richly embellished. Here are daggers 
formed to be held, Italian fashion, in the left hand (the rapier 
being in the other) for parrying with the back of the blade, 
and to which allusions are made by the Elizabethan dra- 
matists. Here is the misericorde, for giving the coup-de-grace 
in battle or duel a outrance ; and the curious “ sword-breaker’’ 
dagger, the blade toothed like a comb, for catching and with a 
wrench snapping a sword; here, too, is the horrible pennated 
dagger, with tripartite blade, the lateral portions contrived to ex- 
pand by a spring when in the wound; together with stilettos and 
poniards, some with grooves, perforations, or indentations, to hold 
poison. To this group belongs the anelace, which appears so early, 
and of which we know so little. It may be deuecioad as something 


| between the ancient Roman sword and a modern bowie-knife, and

lost or broken. It appears to have been of Oriental origin, though, 
as may be seen by reterring to the Eastern specimens, mounted and 
held differently.

Also an absurd Italian shield, with slits for seeing and thrusting 
through ; and targets, twoof which are among the choicest gems of 
the collection. One of these belonged to Francis I. of France, and is 
of steel, embossed with subjects representing the retreat of the 
English army, under Charles Brandon, Duke of Suffolk, upon Calais, 
A.D. 1524. It is of Italian workmanship, and the design is attributed 
to Primaticcio, the execution to Filippo Negroli. The other target 
belonged to the ep Charles V., and is of steel, covered with gilt 
leather, ornamented with medallion designs in four circles, the first 
representing the signs of the zodiac; the second, classical legends ; 
the third, events from the life of the Emperor; the fourth, Scriptural 
history, from the Creation to the Deluge. It is signed Hieronymo 
Spacini. In the same wu t case in which thése targets are 
inclosed is a brace of pi equally artistic in their ornamentation, 
the barrels being wrought with niello and silver, the stocks inlaid 
with Scriptural and mythologic sculptures ; they belonged to the 
Grand Duke of Tuscany, about the date 1630. In a neighbouring 
case is a selection of Italian and Spanish morions, eminently re- 
markable for their elaborately-embossed (repoussé) and chased 
ornamentation of diverse figure-subjects, together with several 
prodds (crossbows for discharging bullets instead of bolts) with 
very richly-carved stocks. The ‘‘comb,’’ which had previously 
appeared in helmet and casque, is extraordinarily developed in 
some of these morions. Other curiosities in head-cov and 
appurtenances are the visor, beevor of a helmet, beaten from a 
flat piece of iron into the form of a finely desi head of some 
sea-monster—a marvellous feat of repoussé-work, and one of the 
rare examples of ‘‘ russet steel; ’’ a unique “ crest-holder;’’ and a 
wooden bourginot furnished with bells in lieu of crest, in imitation

But the most remarkable 
peculiarities of the firearms will be found in the proofs they afford 
of the anticipation of many modern inventions. Prototypes are 
shown here of the double-barrelled gun, the principle of rifling, 
even the oval bore of Lancaster, anu, most surprising of all, the 
breech-loading revolver. Many other inventions, however, may be 
seen to be merely reproductions in the more extensive Woolwich 
Arsenal collection. ‘Lhe inventions proved unavailable for general 
use owing to the imperfections of old gunsmiths’ work, and, still 
more, to the fouling, slow-combusting nature of the compound 
formerly known as ‘* gunpowder,”’ 

Returning to the body-armour, we have space to mention a few 
only of the most remarkable suits or separate pieces and glance at 
the horse-armour. An instance specially deserving notice of the 
instructiveness of Mr. Planché’s chronological arrangement occurs in 
reference to the breastplates. By placing a series of these together it 
is @emonstrated that their exact dates may be decided by their 
respective shapes. The earliest specimen is globose, with bold 
flutings, contributing further to the power of resistance of that 
form. The next breastplates are flatter, and then a ridge is intro- 
duced in the centre. This front ridge at first terminates in a point 
close up to the neck ; in succeeding reigns it is gradually lowered, 
till, in the reigns of Elizabeth and James I. it projects before and 
then recedes below the waist like the pointed stomachers of contem- 
porary textile costumes. Another curious instance of the relation of 
armour to ordinary clothing is afforded in a rich German suit, en- 
graved and parcel-gilt, of about 1520-30, which is puffed, ribbed, 
and slashed precisely after the fashion of the day. Attention is next 
invited toa cap-d-pied German suit of black armour, with a red cross 
painted on the breast, which was worn by a knight of St. George 
of Ravenna. The completest equipment for man and horse is No. 
269, a mounted figure with a cap-d-pied suit of bright steel; the 
horse armour consisting of champ-front, manefere, bridle, and 
poitrinal or poitrail—Italian or German, early sixteenth century. 
A singularly-bulky suit, recalling contemporary engraving and 
sculpture, is that of a mounted figure supposed to have belonged to 
William, Duke of Bavaria—his armorial bearings being visible on 
the champfront. The breastplate is engraved with a figure of the 
Virgin of the Immaculate Conception. On the wall behind 
hang many pieces of Italian armour, artistically decorated: 
they are partially gilt, the leaf being rubbed off the pro- 
minent ornamentations. A suit for a demi-lancer (Genoese, 
early sixteenth century), is covered with a foliated design 
in bright steel raised on a black ground, the boldness and beauty of 
this design and the effectiveness of the contrast being admirable in 
a high degree. Another (German) suit for a demi-lancer is finely 
engraved with a Christ on the cross. A complete suit of tilting 
armour on a mounted figure is noticeable for the perfect smoothness 
of the armour, which is free from indent or ornament which could 
catch a spear point. It has also a shoulder shield, or mantean 
@’armes. ‘The lance staff is painted as in the old tournament rolls, 
with the supposed colours ot the rider, furnished with a vamplate 
to protect the hand, and headed by a triple-pronged, but blunted, 
instrument, called a coronel or cornel, as for a joust of peace. The

morne. Near is a suit for a German “‘ritter,’’ fashioned in 


laminated **splints,’’ or over-lapping plates, called by the Freneh 
** écrevisses,’’ from their resembiance to the tail of a lobster, to 
afford greater freedom of motion. The remaining suits—several of 
them being historically identitied—and separate pieces (some under 
glass) reproduce preceding types of form, and are noticeable chiefly 
tor their extremely elaborate, costly, and often highly-artistic orna- 
mentation with chisel and graver, or 4 |’eauforte from a pencilled 
design in niello and damascene work, and in still more toilsome 
and time-consuming repoussé. We must, however, make special 
mention of one of the principal art-treasures of the collection—the 
half suit of Alphonso 1{., Duke of Ferrara, immortalised by Tasso 
in his dedication to him of the “* Gérusalemme Liberata.’’ * It is,’ 
says Mr. Planché, ** perhaps the finest in Europe.’’ The series of 
suits is closed by that of a dragoon of 1645 and one of Cromwell's 
troopers in his laced buff-leather coat (sufficient to reduce an ordi- 
nary sword-cut to a blow) and gorget—the last remnant of armour, 
save the cuirass, and which shrunk into the gilt toy suspended round 
the neck of an officer on guard within the recollection of those now 
living. Near these figures, however, are the lobster-tailed casques, 
breasts, backs, and tassets, also worn by the Cavaliers and Round- 
heads. Finally, we have weapons of the time of William and Anne:

represented by a large, ponderous pair of jack-boots 
protection for the legs against any sword-cut. 

A few miscellaneous objects which deserve notice still remain. 
Foremost among these in interest in the baton of the famous—or, 
rather, infamous—Duke of Alva, presented to him by Philip 11. 
it is a short hollow staff of steel, designed to contain the muster- 
roll of an army, and covered outside with numerals arranged to 
show the number of soldiers that could be placed on a given space. 
Also, the black mask of an executioner; a headsman’s double- 
edged sword, engraved with representations of death on the wheel 
and other terrible modes of execution ; together with several 
ghastly instruments of torture: gauntlets with spiked knuckles like 
some *‘knuckledusters,’’ to wound with a buffet, and the frightful 
invention of the “‘ tiger’s claws ’’—the name sufficiently indicating 
its form—which was.worn inside the hand and used for fatally 
lacerating the neck! 4

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THE SUB-MINISTERS—A SKETCH. 


The Under-Secretariat of the new Government shows well. In 
it youth, both materially and Parliamentarily, is well repre- 
sented. Indeed, with one exception, the Under-Secretaries 
and the Secretaries to the Boards are within or below the 
“forties.” It happens that the Right Hon. William Monsell, 
who was Vice-President of the Board of Trade in Lexrd Russell’s 
last Ministry, has done an act in accepting the Under- 
Sec ship for the Colonies for which Mr. Adderly furnished 
a precedent in that of Lord Derby; for he has thus in a 
manner descended in official rank; but he is, like his predecessor, 
consoled by having the representation of the department in his 
hands in the Lower House. None of his antecedents gave him 
any claim to his present office; but he is one of those Irish 
members whom it is in some sort necessary to include in a Govern- 
ment which professes to have a policy for Ireland; otherwise he 
would be always operating on the flank of the Ministry. He is 
sufficiently capable, and, having had some official experience, will do 
well enough for the colonial department, which, in a Parliamentary 
sense, is not onerous. He is well preserved, and is apparently 
vigorous, despite his fifty-six years. Until Mr. Austin Bruce gets 
a seat in the House, Mr. Knatchbull-Hugessen will represent the 
Home Office there. He is quite willing, no doubt, and a good deal 
able to do so, particularly as he had a short tenure of his present place 
in 1866. Besides this, he was, in 1859, suddenly transformed from 
a very talkative and pushing young member intoa silent Lord of the 
Treasury ; did good service in the “‘whipping-in’’ department from 
that time, and so knows Parliamentary men and things well; and, 
as he is only forty-one and is of an active and vivacious temper- 
ament, he is likely to be a useful subordinate. When the Under- 
Secretaryships were in supposition there was a notion that Mr. 
Otway would be well fitted if he went either to the War Office or 
to the Admiralty. As regards the latter, however, there was the 
obvious objection that as member for Chatham he represented a 
dockyard borough, while in reference to the former he was, perhaps, 
just too pronounced a military reformer for the post. For his actual 
place of Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs he is said to 
possess the valuable qualification of being an accomplished 
linguist; while he’ is smart, has quick perceptions, and is 
likely enough soon to pick up the routine and the jargon of the 
office ; and, if he is kept well in hand by the Prime Minister, he 
need wot make any blunders in conducting the business of his 
department in the Commons; and certainly it is not probable that 
he will be guilty of the violent explosions for which Mr. Layard 
was negatively famous when he had this particular business to do. 
Mr. Otway is in the prime of life, being just forty-six. No one has 
ever doubted Mr. Grant Duff's abilities and acquirements ; and the 
only question as to his fitness for office has been that he is 
apparently so abstract, so intensely philosophical a politician 
and Parliament man. This notion was probably derived from 
his pensive demeanour in the House when silent, and the 
apparent force which he put on himself when he spoke; for 
he always seemed to shut his eyes, and shout out neatly-cut 
sentences straight before him, while a certain automatonism seemed 
to pervade him. It was not generally known that India had been 
his study ; but he is the son of a member of the Indian Civil Service 
of high rank, and a relative and godson of Mountstuart Elphinstone ; 
so that he may have hereditary tendencies in that direction. Besides, 
he has been remarkable for sitting out Indian Budgets; and, as he 
completed this self-sacrifice by listening all through that delivered 
by Sir Stafford Northcote last year, he is entitled to the reward of 
his present office. He has time to perfect his statesmanship, for 
he is but forty-one. There was seemingly some little difficulty 
in getting an Under-Secretary for War, particularly as, all the 
other officials of that class being in the Commons, it was 
necessary that this one should be a Peer. All those who knew Mr. 
Thomas George Baring in the Lower House were of opinion that 
he, now Lord Northbrook, was the man. They seaenibenell with 
what readiness and facility he at different times performed the duties 
of Under-Secretary for India and War, and of Secretary 
to the Admiralty, and asked for no better man. Possibly 
he was unwilling to return quite to subordinate office; but, 
if so, he has foregone his objection, and the Government have in 
him an excellent official and a good parliamentary tirail/eur in the 
Upper House. In the forty-third year of his age, of active habits, 
and seemingly of a sanguine temperament, he is, perhaps, only 
beginning a career. 

The merging of the Vice-Presidency of the Board of Trade into 
® secretaryship by a recent statute has made an opening for 
younger politicians; and accordingly Mr. Shaw Lefevre, who had 
just been afforded opportunity for proving his mettle by being 
appointed a Lord of the Admiralty in 1866, and who has ever since 
been attempting to show that he had then budded into stateeman- 
ship, has received the new office in question. As his chief (Mr. 
Bright) is in the Commons, he need not be prominent, and will 
have opportunity to inoculate himself thoroughly with officialism, 
towards which he has always shown a sort of proclivity, even when 
enacting the part, adopted by young members, of particular 
reformer. If he works hard to help the president of his 
department he will do a special, if a gjlent, service. He is young 
(being only thirty-six), and has made good use of his five years in 

arliament towards getting a position there. With the President 
Poor-Law Board again in the House of Commons, tLere was 
no sial capability needed for the seeretary of that department ; 
and the appointmené thereto of Mr. Arthur Peel needs no comment. 
A son of the great Sir Robert, he has displayed none of the 
characteristics of his elder brothers; being mom hen vivacicus and 
dogmatical, like the present Sir Robert, not so_precise and (if the 
word may be allowed) priggish as his brother Frederick. He is 
youthful as a Parliamentarian, being a product of the general elec- 
tion of 1865, but is as mature in life as Sesty-ene can make a man. 
Of course the Scotch Lordship of the Treasury was resumed by 
Mr. W. P. Adam, who is now a practised “whip,"’ but has not 
otherwise been distinguished ; while another of these berths has 
been given to Captain Vivian, who has managed to combine with 
some effect the somewhat incongruous characters of a fine gentleman 
and a Radical reformer. It is said that he is to have some definite 
and useful duties to perform, and is not to be merely ornamental, 
which he might well be, so far as person and the demeanour of 
good society are concerned, But he has also a vein of practical 
cleverness, which may be turned to good account. The claims of 
Mr. Trevelyan for office stood high amidst the “‘ young guard”’ of 
the Liberal party ; but probably, as he is the most youthful of them 
all (he is only thirty), it has been thought proper that he should 
enter official life by the reguler channel—the Civil Lordship of the 
Admiralty ; but he is clearly first for promotion. 

The Attorney-Generalship has been attained by Sir Robert 
Collier by steady working as a member of Parliament, and the 
development of a certain amount of prictical ability. He is far 
from being showy, and is not, as a speaker especially, striking or 
agreeable. He was considered a very fair second law officer; but 
is perhaps a little over-weighted in the Attorney-Generalship. As 
lawyers ages are counted, he may be said to be an infantine first 
law officer of the Crown, for he is but fifty-one. It is hardly need- 
ful to say anything of the position in Parliament or the Rar of Sir 
John Duke Coledridge, who with difficulty has been persuaded to 
take the Solicitor-Generalship. To use a hackneyed phrase, he is 
the moet rising public man of the day; and, while the highest pro- 
fessional place is for him inevitable, there exists an opinion that he 
might do better still if he went in for a purely laic statesmanship. 
He too is, barristerially speaking, very young indeed, being cay 
forty-eight ; and, but for a pervading baldness, he would look much 
more youthful than he is. 

For the fourth time the Lord Advocate for Scotland, Mr. 
Moncreiff, must find himeelf especially at home in that office—one 
which he has discharged, admittedly, with suvcess and ability, having 
been always a a Minister for Scdtland. He still looks, and 
no doubtis, ph y vigorous, though he numbers fifty-seven years, 
time having touched him but lightly in those particular attributes 
of the human frame on which he generally first alights. In 1866, 
Mr. George Young, as Solicitor-General for Scotland, had to come 
to the front in the debates on the Russell-Gladstone Refarm Bill, 
and he developed himself as a sound and capable man, and a some- 
what dexterous if not ashowy debater. His reappointment to his 
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former office now was a matter of course, and his promotion either 
to a Scottish bench or hereafter to the post of Lord Advocate may 
be taken as certain. As he is only forty-nine, and apparently full 
of strength and life, he has before him a career of steady 
usefulness.

The Pack Committee, consisting of Generals Eyre, Rumsey, 
and Horsford, and Drs. Logan and Parkes, have made their 
fourth report to the Secretary for War. During the last five years 
they have been unremitting in their endeavours to determine upon 
a form of knapsack which should do the least possible damage to 
the heart and lungs of the infantry soldier, and should also meet 
the necessary military requirements. After persevering, extensive, 
and lengthened trials of every conceivable form, they now once more 
report that the principle of the “‘ brace system ’’ will entirely remove 
the evils now complained of. 


The iron-clad frigate Hercules made a trial trip, at Portsmouth, 
yesterday week. She is the heaviest plated ship in the Navy, her 
armour being 9in. thick at the water-line. She also carries the 
heaviest armament of any ship in the service, having eight guns of 
18 tons each in a central battery. Her engines are the most power- 
ful ever constructed, and were worked up to 8000-horse power. 
| Her mean speed was 149 knots, and she made two runs with the 
tide at the extraordinary rate of 16} knots, or nearly nineteen miles, 
an hour, the greatest speed ever attained by a vessel so heavily 
armoured. The trial proved the excellence and working order of 
the ship’s magnificent machinery, the steadiness of the ship herself 
when being driven at the greatest power of the engines, and the 
readiness with which the helm was answered under every condition 
of position and speed. ‘The Hercules is 325 ft. long and 59 ft. broad. 
She carries a total weight of armour of 1480 tons, the thicknesses 
being 2°8in. and 6in.; her armament weighs about 540 tons, and 
she will carry 600 tons of coal. 


THE VOLUNTEERS. 

On Saturday evening, in Westminster Hall, the prize-presenta- 
tion ceremony of the 4th Middlesex Rifle Volunteer Corps was held, 
in the presence of a large number of spectators. Lord Truro, who 
holds the command of this and other corps, presided, and spoke 
with great earnestness upon the prospects of the force.

Regiments in general had to depend upon their 
officers, and many officers had been, to his knowledge, severely 
punished in their pockets for their patriotic devotion to the force 
I'he noble Lord spoke of the new breech-loaders, and expressed his 
surprise that the volunteers had not been armed with them.

Intelligence has been received confirming the news published a 
week ago of a collision between two Turkish vessels, and the loss of 
220 lives.

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THE LATE SIR RICHARD 
MAYNE. 

The death of Sir Richard Mayne, 
K.C.B., the late Chief Commis- 
sioner of the Metropolitan Police, 
was announced last week. This 
distinguished public servant was 
the fourth son of the Hon. Edward 
Mayne, Judge of the Court of 
Queen’s Bench in Ireland from 
1817 to 1830, and was descended 
from a braneh of an old Kentish 
family, which settled in Ferma- 
nagh and Monaghan in the reign 
of Queen Elizabeth. He was 
born in Dublin, in 1796, and was 
educated at Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, where he graduated M.A. 
in 1621, and in the following year 
was called to the Bar at Lincoln's 
Inn. On the remodelling of the 
London police by the statute 10 
Geo. IV., June 19, 1829, which 
was introduced to Parliament by 
the late Sir Robert Peel, then 
Home Secretary, and which came 
into force in the succeeding 
autumn, Sir Richard, then Mr. 
Mayne, was appointed Joint Com- 
missioner of the Metropolitan 
Police with Colonel Rowan (after- 
wards Sir Charles Rowan), on 
whose death he became Chief 
Commissioner. In recognition of 
his meritorious services he was, in 
1847, made a Companion of the 
Civil Division of the Order of the 
Bath, and immediately after the 
Great Exhibition of 1851 was 
created a Knight Commander of 
the Order. He was a man of 
untiring and energetic business 
habits, and was thoroughly zeal- 
ous in promoting the efficiency of 
the large body of men under his 
immediate control. He married, 
in 1831, Miss Georgiana, eldest 
daughter of Mr. Thomas Carvick, 
of Wyke, Yorkshire, who sur- 
vives him, and by whom he leaves 
four sons and two daughters. His 
eldest son, Captain Richard C. 
Mayne, R.N., C.B., is at present 
at Rio, commanding her Majesty’s 
ship Nassau. He greatly dis- 
tinguished himself in the war in 
New Zealand, where he was 
wounded, and obtained his post 
rank in February, 1864, and has 
commanded the Nassau since 
July, 1866. Sir Richard Mayne’s 
funeral took place on Wednesday 
week, at Kensal-green cemetery.

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PURE -WATER FOR 
TROOPS ON THE MARCH, 
The great difficulty, especially in 
hot climates like that of India, 
which besets the movements of 
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British troops in a campaign, 
whether on the march or in camp, 
is that of getting a pure supply of 
drinking water. The invention of 
the Patent American Tube Wells, 
which proved so useful to our 
army in Abyssinia, is one t 
step towards securing this object 
in future. A second, which seems 
likely to be of great value, is the 
adoption of travelling filters. We 
ive an Illustration of the Army 
‘ilter- Van constructed by Messrs. 
E. H. a ory Se Co., of the 
Steam Wheel Works, Newington- 
causeway. This filter-van, which 
is eal designed for our army 
in India, holds 250 gallons of un- 
filtered water in a tank, inclosed 
in a wood casing, by which the 
water is kept cool in the hottest 
weather. The water is drawn in 
through suction-hose screwed on. 
A well-cistern is attached beneath 
the tank, through which the 
water passes to the filters. At 
the bottom of the well is a sedi- 
ment-trap, in which mechanical 
impurities settle, and whence they 
are drawn off by a cock at the 
bottom; in the same way, also, 
impurities are collected and drawn 
off from the filters. The filters 
are composed of a layer of sand, 
a body of charcoal, and another 
layer of sand. They are cleaned 
by attaching an air-pump to the 
sediment-cocks, and sending a 
stream of atmospheric air through 
them. The water passes to the 
filters through sponges, and 
thence upward through the filter- 
ing material, flowing over into a 
receiver, from which it is drawn 
off pure by cocks at the tail of 
the van. The tanks and filters 
can be examined through man- 
holes. By employing the as- 
cension principle of filtration, a 
much better result is believed to 
be obtained than by the down- 
ward system. Each of the two 
receivers will hold 25 gallons, 
which ensures a constant supply 
of 50 gallons of pure water. If 
the water be very bad it can be 
passed from one filter to another. 
The filters are also so arranged 
that they can be used singly or 
together. The military authorities 
are investigating the merits of 
Bayleys’ filter-van ; and, by de- 
sire ef the Commander-in-Chief, 
two of the vans were brought to the 
Horse Guards for his inspection. 
His Royal Highness, who feels a 
kind interest in the comfort of 
the soldier, examined and tested 
the invention, and expressed 
to Mr. Bayley his full appro- 
bation of it. It has been said 
that during the Italian campaign 
more French soldiers died from 
want of water than fell in battle. 
It is well, therefore, for our 
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Government to provide the commissariat department with the 
best appliances for ensuring an abundant supply of pure water. 
Any negligence in this respect is not only cruel to the men, but 
injurious to the interests of the country. Notwithstanding the 
precautions that are taken, cholera ‘ind other epidemics are brought 
on amongst our men in India by the bad water they are obliged to 
drink, and for every death that ensues this country suffers a direct 
pecuniary loss of the sum expended upon the soldier’s training, 
outfit, and transport. There is now sitting a Commissariat Com- 
mittee, which has hitherto not been over prompt in studying the 
sanitary requirements of our Indian army, and it is high time 
for this great and crying evil to be remedied. The peculiar merits 
of Messrs. Bayley’s filter-van are the ease with which it can be 
filled, as shown in the Illustration; the manner in which the 
water is kept cool in the van, and subjected to a-thorough filtration 
before being drawn off by the taps at the back; and, lastly, the 
method by which the large filters can be easily cleansed without 
removal from the van. 


THE MAGAZINES. 
The most remarkable contribution to the Cornhill—and it is very 
remarkable—is Mr. Lytton’s paraphrase of Count Krasinski’s poem, 
‘* Christmas Eve.’’ Mr. Lytton admits that his knowledge of this 
work is not derived from the original Polish, and it is hard to say 
what loss or gain may have befallen it in passing through the ordeal 
of a double translation; but there is still sufficient distinctive 





character about it to show that the spirit of the original must have | 


been preserved in the main. It isa colossal conception, clear and 
intelligible, while the poet is contented merely to describe his vision, 
obscure when the purpose of the whole is to be revealed, and the 
symbol fitted to the thing signified. This mystic vagueness is not 
injurious to the general poetical effect, which may be compared to 
that of those stupendous cathedrals in which the near foreground 
is distinctly visible, while the remoter portions are shrouded in un- 
fathomable gloom. The poet’s obscurity does not arise from in- 
ability to render his meaning clear, but from the vastness and majesty 
of his subject. The translator’s diction, though occasionally slightly 
meretricious, is in general most happily adapted to the mystical 
solemnity of his original ; his metrical cadences are frequently very 
noble, and he deserves to be cordially congratulated on the fine 
addition he has made to the poetical literature of his country. 
‘¢ From an Island”’ is concluded in the same spirit as that in which 
it commenced; but a great change has come over the fortunes of 
‘* That Boy of Norcott’s,’’ who begins life over again in that foreign 
society with which the writer is obviously more at home than with 
that of his own country. ‘‘ Lettice Lisle’’ is continued with its 
customary homely power. ‘‘On Relics Ecclesiastical’ is a string 
of amusing gossip on a subject which seldom fails to amuse. 
**Comparative Mythology”’ is an exposition of the views of those 
scholars who consider nearly all the traditions of ancient mythology 
as personifications of natural phenomena. There is unquestionably 
much truth in this theory, but it seems to us in danger of being 
ridden to death. The capricious play of poetic fancy is quite 
eapable of originating a beautiful story, without intending to 
express anything in particular by it. This simple explanation 
seems to us in most cases preferable to the ingenuities of the com- 
parative mythologists, who sometimes refute themselves. For 
example: Daphne is said to represent the dawn and Apollo 
the sun. But, unless we greatly mistake, the legend is 
much older than the period at which Apollo and the Sun, at 
first perfectly distinct deities, were confounded by the ancients. 

Moanin maintains the decided improvement recently remarked 
in it. The first contribution in place and importance is the Dean 
of Westminster's tribute to the late Dean of St. Paul's, which is 
combined with a notice of his posthumous work on the cathedral 
over which he presided. The subject is admirably suited to Dr. 
Stanley’s cultured warmth of feeling; his eulogium is at once 
modest and fervent, chaste and glowing. Some slight excess of 


ithout any wish to detract from Dean Milman’s genius and re- 
putation, it may be affirmed that his powers produced their fullest 
impression upon those privileged to enjoy his acquaintance, and 
that this is no fair criterion of their influence upon the world at 
large, by which, after all, his rank as a writer must be determined. 
Lord Liverpool is criticised in a very different spirit by Mr. John 
Morley, and, as it - 9 to us, with considerable unfairness. Mr. 
Morley seems to take it for granted that this honest and sensible 
Minister is commonly looked upon with contempt—a notion utterly 
wide of the truth. Mr. Farrar’s paper on “ Philology as a 
Science”’’ is particularly interesting from the manner in which 
the subject is illustrated by the analogy of botany, a 
pursuit in which the writer is also a proficient. He 
shows very neatly how the scientific study of philology has 
passed through the same stages as that of botany, and thence de- 
monstrates its claim to rank among the exact sciences. The 
‘** recent solar discoveries’’ described by Mr. Norman Lockyer are 
his own very remarkable discoveries respecting the nature of the 
inflamed envelope of the solar photosphere, which consists, it seems, 
of hydrogen. Mr. Lockyer’s references to his own achievements 
are characterised by singular modesty, and his scientific expla- 
nations are eminently lucid. Mr. Symonds’s reyiew of Browning's 
‘* Ring and Book ”’ contains little that we have not already read in 
the literary journals. It should have been deferred until the com- 
pletion of the work. ‘‘ Estelle Lewis,’’ the new serial fiction, 
opens admirably. The first chapters are full of character—the 
haughty, worldly mother, the honourable highminded daughter, 
the fast young “girl of the period’’ are sketched with extra- 
ordinary vividness, and the delineations of French manners and 
customs are piquant in the extreme. But there is not sufficient 
substance for a long story, and it will be spoiled if allowed to 
trangress moderate limits. Mr. Macdonald’s ‘‘Stephen Archer ”’ 
isa pleasing tale, in his usual earnest, spiritual, but somewhat 
mannered style. ‘‘Christingles’’ is a pretty poem, much injured 
by diffuseness. 

The present instalment of “Doubles and Quits,’’ the serial 
fiction of Blackwood, is an episode complete in itself. It is an old 
story, related with real power and abundance of dry humour. 
Bishop Berkeley and Beaumarchais—a strangely-contrasted pair— 
form the subjects of the first two articles. The eareer of each is 
fully and pleasantly narrated, and each is a hero to his biographer. 
We shall not quarrel with this estimate of the Bishop; but the 
writer on Beaumarchais seems somewhat uncritical, to say the least, 
in his unquestioning acceptance of that brilliant adventurer’s own 
account of all his questionable transactions. ‘‘ Christian Missions 
to India’ is mainly based on Dr. Macleod’s recent summary of the 
results and impressions of his journey. The Doctor's paper would 
seem to be charatterised by his usual geniality and good sense. 
** Gain or Loss”’ is an elaborate argument to prove that the Con- 


servatives have, after all, had the best of the recent elections. | 


Such a thesis can only be supported by sophistry: this writer's 
unfairness is chiefly conspicuous by his suppression of all reference 
to those divisions among the Li to which the Conservatives were 
mainly indebted for such successes as they obtained in the larger 
boroughs. He must also be well aware that the resuit of an election 
in an agricultural county is no criterion of the sentiments of the 
really intelligent portion of the constituency. 

The contents of Fraser are in varied, although there is a 
strong similarity of subject between two of the best papers. An 
article on Mr. Trench’s reminiscences of an Irish estate agent deals 
theoretically with the subject of Irish . grievances; while a 
pleasant paper of travel in the county o oe ee illus- 
trates the actual condition of the country. It would be well if the 
great improvement here described could be shown to have extended 
to the south and extreme west. In ‘‘ Facts and Fictions about 
Katharine of Arragon’’ Mr. Froude, we suppose, vindicates the 
memory of this unfortunate Queen against the unfavourable conclu- 
sions derived by Mr. Bergenroth from his investigation of the 
Simancas State papers. Mr. Froude’s cause naturally commands 
the sympathies of his readers, but we cannot help regretting the 
tone of asperity in which he has permitted himself to indulge. If 
Mr. Bergenroth has really deduced paradoxical inferences from in- 
sufficient premises, the most that can be said is that he has for once 
been guilty of a fault which his censor has committed very often. 
The ** Log of a Cruise at the Mouth of the Thames”’ is a lively and 
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rather self-conscious record of a landsman’s nautical experiences. 
The paper on the new Ministry is an amusing contrast to the lugu- 
brious deliverances of Blackwood on the same subject. Everything 
here is couleur de rose. Annuncio vobis gaudium num, Gladstone 
is in place. Both articles are evidently by pte politicians, to 
whom party is the nation, for all practical purposes. 

Saint Pauls also has a paper on the political situation, of which 
the writer, being on the right side, is enabled to take a cheerful 
view. An essay on Sir Robert Peel is good, but contains nothing 
new. The remainder of the contents is poor, save the chapters of 
“Phineas Finn,’’ which are full of allusions to recent political 
occurrences. Mr. Trollope should be able to dispense with this 
easy method of securing interest for his story. The episode of the 
Duke and Madame Goesler is assuming extensive proportions; and 
no wonder: for it is exactly the situation in which Mr. Trollope 
delights, and which is best calculated to exhibit his intimate know- 
ledge of human nature and social manners. In an age more 
favourable to the drama he would have been a great writer of 
comedy. 

The St. James’ s Magazine contains no instalment of Mrs. Riddell’s 
fiction this month, and it need not be said that the loss is serious. 
There is, however, all the more of *‘ Hirell,’’ the interest and pathos 
of which are well maintained. The earlier chapters are delight- 
fully idyllic, and the latter powerfully affecting. ‘‘Cut Down Like 
Grass’’ is still very amusing, although sadly too long for such a 
jeu d’esprit. ‘‘ Bisset’s Youth” is lively and entertaining, and has 
at last reached a stage where the story ceases to be a mere reprint 
from the defunct Idler. A paper on Mr. Gladstone’s autobiography 
is remarkable as a vindication of this much-criticised performance, 
from a Conservative point of view. 

The deficiencies of the modern drama are the subject of a valu- 
able paper, by Mr. Tom Taylor, in a new monthly candidate for 
public favour, entitled Under the Crown. If this periodical realises 
the design of its projectors, it will be a literary representative of 
the Civil Service, it being intended that the contributions shall be 
principally supplied by the members of that body. There is un- 
questionably a vast mine of literary talent and varied knowledge in 
the Civil Service, which we might hope to see more fully 
developed than hitherto if the profession an organ 
of its own. The idea of the new periodical, therefore, 
merits high commendation, and success may be reasonably 
anticipated if only the management is such as to inspire confidence. 
On the whole, the beginning is very encouraging. The Civil 
Service might probably object to be held responsible as a body 
either for the cover or the illustrations; but it has no reason to be 
ashamed of the contents, the most important portion of which is 
contributed by some of its most honoured members. Most of Mr. 
Taylor's remarks have been made before; but they come with ten- 
fold weight from a dramatist of his experience and distinction, 
who cannot be suspected of belonging to the class of “‘stickit’’ 
playwrights, as is shrewdly surmised to be the case with many 
earnest theatrical reformers. Mr. Greg’s admirable essay touches 
a subject of more general concern, the gradual rise of prices, and 
the consequent insufficiency of fixed incomes. No man living is 
better qualified to discuss this topic, and his remarks will command 

at attention. Mr. Palgrave’s narrative of a journey in 
ae performed in company with Alfred Tennyson, is distin- 
guished by all the habitual graces of his style. A paper of 
reminiscences of Lord Byron, mainly relating to his differences 
with his wife, is interesting and highly important, as communi- 
cating the impressions of one of his very few surviving personal 
friends, and as vindicating his character with a manly generosity 
which has not of late been usual in references to him. Some 
humorous lines composed by Consul Cameron in his captivity at 
Magdala, and descriptive of that unfortunate situation, afford fresh 
proof of the sufferer’s unconquerable buoyancy of spirit. 

The Contemporary Review contains for once a highly amusing

than a prickly anthology of the most stinging hits of La Lanterne, 
the pungency of which should ensure the attention of the French 
police to any stray copy of the Contemporary that may find its way 
across the Channel. An article by the Dean of Canterbury is re- 
markable for its account of the recent clerical meeting at Free- 
masons’ Hall, which would seem to have been even more 
uproarious than the reports of the secular press would have 
led us to suppose. The Dean himself is manifestly not 
entirely exempt from the mudiebris impotentia so characteristic of 
his order. Dr. Newman's sermons are reviewed by an admirer, 
who virtually admits that, however historically memorable they 
may be, and however permanent their value as models of com- 
sition, the day of their actual influence on opinion has departed. 
*rofessor Plumptre indorses the views of the Jewish scholars who 
assert the intimacy of the Emperor Marcus Aurelius with Rabbi 
Jehuda-ha-nasi. To our thinking, the story is a pure and palpable 
romance. ‘An Irish Churchman’s View of Irish Politics,’ by 
Mr. J. J. Murphy, is worthy of note for its information respecting 
the feelings of the Orange party and for its vigorous advocacy of a 
really national system of education. This will be the field of the 
next great Irish battle. There can be no doubt that the Roman 
Cathelic clergy will resist the introduction of any comprehensive 
scheme of education with all their might ; and it is, unfortunately, 
just as certain that the Opposition in Parliament, to whichever 
party it may belong, will abet them for the sake of embarrassing 
the Government. It is, therefore, highly important that public 
attention should be called to the subject in time, and that such a 
weight of enlightened opinion should be brought to bear upon it as 
may be capable of overcoming factious o tivn from any 
quarter.

After Under the Crown, 
the most remarkable of these is the dnglo-Colonial, an attempt to 
supply the real want of a colonial organ occasioned by the demise of 
the Colonial Review some years since. The first number promises 
well. There is a sound and instructive paper on Victoria, the first 
of a series on the colonies; and the current casual items of colonial 
information are enumerated in a series of well-written paragraphs. 
Mr. Buckland’s name will secure attention to his paper on 
acclimatisation; an account of the Pitch Lake, in Trinidad, ably 
describes a very singular natural phenomenon; and the inevitable 
fiction, ‘‘ Fortune’s Buffets,’’ is entitled to a highly-respectable 
lace in its class. We can hardly give so favourable a report of the 
ritannia, another new venture, though that, too, has a line 
of its own, and the chance of a successful career, if that 
be consistently pursued. Its department is apparently satire of the 
savagely-satiric order. A periodical of this sort, conducted with 
moderate ability, will never want for readers while human nature 
is what it is. he piéce de résistance, however is a mistake. Mr. 
aBeckett could probably write a good burlesque of sensational 
fiction, but the article itself ig evidently not in his line. There is 
much humeur in some of the other papers, especially in the story 
of the man who made a livelihood by railway accidents, and in the 


first chapter of ‘‘ The Commentaries of Major Blake.’’ The 
Oxford graduate who writes on his University pronounces it 
“socially a most vulgar, morally * most dangerous, place.’’ We 


may safely infer that his own career at it was not illustrious. 

The Argosy has very few contributions, but all are good in their 
way. Mrs. Wood's new story is a fair example of her manner. 
The London may serve to wile away an idle hour, and the Victoria 
an idle minute. It is painful to witness the decrepitude of a maga- 
zine which once promised so well. One of the writers talks of the 
satraps of the Saturday Review. We shall next hear of the vice- 
roys of the 7imes and the govermor-generals of Punch. The modest 
Monthly Packet is, as usual, distinguished by intelligence and re- 
finement. A wider scope and a lesssectarian tone would soon render 
this one of the most generally acceptable of our magazines. The 
most conspicuous feature of the present number is a new translation 
of Dante, which is, however, in our judgment, a failure, from the 
unfortunate adoption of double or feminine rhymes. Such rhymes 
lack dignity in our language, and a long continuance of them is 
extremely fatiguing. 

The current fiction of Once a Week is completed, and the ground 
cleared for M. Victor Hugo. London Society is as lively and enter- 
taining as usual. Kettledrum, with which is united Woman's World, 
is a title which must inevitably provoke a smile—or something 
more. It contains, however, much good matter—notably Professor 
Masson's celebrated lecture on University teaching for women. 

So numerous are the other periodicals on our table that we must 
be content with a simple enumeration of them, and the testimony 
that they are, for the most part, to occupy the place in literature 
for which they are intended. The Britis public, then, is invited 
to buy Chambers’s Journal, Good Words, Good Words for the Young, 
the Student, Aunt Judy's Magazine, the Young Gentleman's 
Magazine, the Quiver, Cassell’s Magazine, the Leisure Hour, the 
Sunday Magazine, the Sunday at Home, the Boy's Own Magazine, 
the Gardener's Magazine, the Floral World, the Englishwoman’ s 
Domestic Magazine, and the Young Englishwoman, 

The North British Review has several valuable articles, the most 
remarkable of which are a fine essay on De Muaset and a very 
elaborate one on Browning—the most adequate tribute which the 
genius of this great poet has as yet received.

OBITUARY OF EMINENT PERSONS. 


THE RIGHT HON. SIR T. ESMONDE, P.C. 

The Right Hon. Sir Thomas Esmonde, P.C., the eighth Baronet, 
of Ballynastra, in the county of Wex- 
ford, died on the 31st ult. This highly- 
distinguished able and popular Baronet, 
a true specimen of the courteous and 
agreeable Irish gentleman of the old 
school, was the eldest son of John 
Esmonde, Esq., by his wife, Helen, 
daughter and coheiress of Bartholomew 
Callan, Esq., or O’Callan, of Osbers- 
town House, in the county of Kildare 
(by her second marriage Madame de 
Montmorency), and was grandson of 
Sir James Esmonde, the sixth Baronet. 
He was born on Dec. 10, 17.4. He 
was a Deputy Lieutenant of Wexford, 
for which county he was M.P. from 1841 
to 1847. He succeeded his uncle, as 
eighth Baronet, Dec. 19, 1803. He 
was made a Privy Councillor of 
Ireland in 1847. Sir Thomas mar- 
ried, first, Mary, only daughter of E. Payne, Esq., and by her 
(who died March 7, 1840) had no issue; he married, secondly, 
April 16, 1856, Sophia Maria, second daughter of Ebenezer Rowse, 
Esq., of Castletown House, in the county of Wexford, widow of 
the late Hamilton Knox Grogan-Morgan, Esq., of Johnstown 
Castle, and mother, by her first marriage, of the ion.

Baronet, by his wife, Eleanor, youngest 
daughter of Julines Hering, Esq., of 
the island of Jamaica, He was born 
Nov. 5, 1800. He, after filling various 
diplomatic appointments, was appointed 
Envoy Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary to the King of Bavaria, 
Nov. 14, 1843, and Envoy Extra- 
ordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary 
to the King of the Netherlands, 
Oct. 28, 1862. He succeeded his father, 
as eighth Baronet, July 27, 1850. He 
married, July 13, 1843, Emily, third 
daughter of the late John Mansfield, 
Esq., of Digswell House, Herts, by whom he leaves issue two 
sons and two daughters: of the latter one is married—viz., 
Mary Emily, to M. William Borel, son of M. Robert Borel, 
of the Hague. Sir John and his issue, in compliance with 
the will of their relative, Mrs. Huskisson, of Eartham, widow 
of the celebrated statesman the Right Hon. William Huskisson, 
were, by Royal license dated Jan. 5, 1866, authorised to take 
the surname of Huskisson after that of Milbanke, and to 
bear the arms of Huskisson and Milbanke quarterly.

THE FARM. 

Plough Monday has come again, with its grotesque smock 
dances, and the opening morning of the examination for the future 
wranglers of the year. The wheat crop looks well upon the ground, 
although too luxuriant, and many thousands of acres have been 
under water. In fact, we never knew such a time for rain, or such 
eccentric weather altogether. In some parts of the country every- 
thing is so green and beautiful that the thrushes and linnets are 
singing as merrily as if it was spring time, while there is snow and 
bitter cold in others. Some of the Wold farmers more especially 
are sadly dreading the effect of frost on their turnips, and 
wondering how on earth they are to get through the winter if 
the weather does not remain open for at least another month. 
Wheat advanced from Is. to 2s. per quarter on Monday, and 
barley and oats were very firm. The latest averages in the year 
were 50s. 7d., 46s. 1d., and 26s, 2d. for them respectively. In May 
wheat touched 74s. 7d., and fell to 49s. 5d. in December, making a 
decline of 25s. 2d. per quarter. 

At the Christmas distribution of prizes at the Cirencester Agri- 
cultural College, the Haygarth medal was gained by Mr. G. P. 
Skipworth, of Moor Town House, Caistor, and diplomas were 
granted to that gentleman and two others. Mr. Holland, who was 
in the chair, mentioned that the examiners had gone away per- 
fectly satisfied that ‘‘the council were teaching practical agri- 
culture, and connecting it with science in a manner that was not 
done elsewhere, and which was perfectly satisfactory to practical 
and working farmers.’’ He also mentioned that one of the chief 
prizes at the agricultural examination in Hanover-square is a life 
membership of the Royal Agricultural Society. 

The value of imports for the ten months ending Oct. 31 shows a 
great decrease, as compared with 1868, in beasts and sheep, and an 
increase in lambs. Wheat, barley, and beans most especially show 
an increase; and oats and peas have fallen off. In wool there is a 
considerable falling off, and the contrary in oil seed cakes. As 
regards the quantity of the importations for the eleven months, 
corn shows a decrease of only 3000cwt., and flour of about 
28,000 cwt. The exports of bacon and hams, beer and ale, butter, 
cheese, and wool are all less, while beef and pork and horses are 
in advance. 

Now that the scandal has become rather too bad, and some 
of the older bacon-curers cannot run quite so well as they did 
when they were young, a meeting has Teen held to consider the 
irregularity of the manrer in which the pork market is conducted 
at Dumfries. Field and Fern thus described the “‘situation’’ in 1864 : 
** At Dumfries the market begins at six, and in a winter’s morning 
when the supplies are short the dealers will sometimes go out a 
mile or two to meet the carts. They have been known to be three 
miles out on the Glasgow and Galloway roads, and a great runner 
has a great chance. A large amount of the carcasses are in the hands 
of the jobbers, but they are not in such request as those which 
come direct from the farmers; and the ‘Hoe ye! sold?’ is most 
generally directedtothem. The difficulty in the dark is to guess the 
weight of pigs, as it is no joke paying 6s. 10d. per stone for ‘fine light 
pigs,’ and finding them over i7stone. Hence, as people don’t like 
*to go back with their fingerin theirmouth,’ and as those who have 
heavy pigs never know the weight, it is rather a ‘pig in a poke’ 
affair."" Such was the state of things in ’64; and to remedy it, a 
unanimous agreement was come to at the meeting that the 
buyers should cease to cross the bridge to buy pork, and that 
all pork should be brought to the proper market—the Sands— 
and there sold. The borough authorities also promised their 
aid to bring this excellent resolution about, and announced 
that the market should begin at seven o'clock. Alas! human 
nature and competition soon got the better of all these nicely- 
balanced arrangements, and some dealers defiantly crossed the 
bridge and met the pork-carts on the roads. On the last market 
day of the year matters were even worse, as several of the Dumfries 
dealers or their foremen, headed by an Annan dealer, were out on 
the Thornhill road as far as Newton, and very brisk at bacon bar- 
gains. There is evidently a great opening for pedestrian trainers to 
go down and make the bacon-dealers as ‘‘ fit’’ as possible for these 
running contests, which seem part and parcel of their nature, 
whether their figures and wind are suited to it or not. 

Mr. W. Lawson's annual festival at Blennerhasset, Cumberland; 
was held on Christmas Day; but, instead of “cold turnips and 
cabbage with linseed gravy,’’ soup and rice, steamed in the horse- 
boilers, were served up gratis, and those who wanted beef and ham 
could have it by paying for it. The majority took to dancing, and 
did not care much to visit the lecture-room, where Miss Jessie 
Craigen lectured on the Rights of Women and other little matters. 
The balance-sheet of the farm was read over in the course of the 
afternoon; and, under the head “Increase of wealth,”’ we find 
£1507 3s. 8}c. Of this it seems that £119 10s. 3}d. has already been 
expended for ‘‘ public good’’—i.e., a library, &c. It seems that 
Mr. Lawson only reserves to himself 2} per cent of the “ increase of 
wealth,’’ and that the remainder will be disposed of as a public 
meeting of his workpeople and others may decide. A bailiff is never 
sure of his place long together, as ‘‘ a whip’’ may be put on amongst 
the villagers and he may be deprived of it ; and the rotation of crops 
is also settled by vote. Mr. Lawson has been recently at Oneida 
Creek, U.S., staying three days and four nights with the Mormons, 
whose community of goods he at all events emulates. 

There have been 1423 pure shorthorns (exclusive of five bulls of 
Mr. Howard's) sold at sales in England during the t year, at all 
figures, from 400 gs. to 2gs. The sum total is £35,302, and the 
average £35 7s., which is about the same as in 1865, though more 
lots have been knocked down. The average at six sales was 
£58 12s. and upwards. The highest bull average in Scotland was 
that of £46 5s. 9d. at Syttyton. Mr. Thornton sells the entire 
shorthorn herd of between and sixty head belonging to Mr. 
Richard Chaloner, of King’s Fort, near Kells, in the county of 
Meath, on March 30, the day before Punchestown Races. The 
majority are descended from the Bright Rose, Flower, and Waterloo 
tribes at Aylesby, and the Medora tribe at Farnley. There are also 
several es of the Sylph, Victoria, and Wharfdale 
families.

As far as they are known, the January entries are said not to 
be good; and Blue Gown is not in the Chester Cup.

There was only an average of three runners 
for each of the eight events; and the Stratford Steeplechase was a 
farce. First one horse refused, and his companions got a mile 
ahead, and then vice versi. The number of Paris was hoisted in a 
steeplechase, but he was lame, and did not go to the post. 

A meeting was attempted to be held last week at Newmarket to 
consider the great advance made by the touts, one of whom is 
bringing an action against Jennings the trainer for assault. The 
fraternity attended in such numbers that they quite won the day, 
and overawed the judge, tradesmen, and trainers; and, having 
done so, devoted themselves to whisky with much energy. While 
they were all celebrating their moral triumph, the Brothers Dawson 
tried upwards of a score of two-year olds in happy solitude, and the 
tables were turned against the touts, who declare that the meeting 
was just got up to take them off their watch-towers. This is nearly 
as good as John Scott inviting some touts into the Rubbing House 
at Doncaster, when he had come over from Pigburn to try a 
St. Leger favourite on a very wet morning, and then turning the 
key on them. They were very wroth, but a little money for gin 
appeased their noble rage. 

The rumour that Mr. Cookson had purchased The Earl (of whom 
a picture after Mr. Henry Hall appears in the current Sporting 
Magazine) has proved true, and his subscription-list is for a score at 
20 gs.

According to the 
Sporting Gazette, 336 of his stock started in 1850-68, and won 768 
races, and divided four, amounting in all to £179,155. In 1854-68 
he headed the sire winning-list twice, and was several times second 
and seventy-five colts and ninety-six fillies by him were sold at the 
Royal and Grevile sale Three of Mr. Grevile’s—Adrasta, Canto, 
and Elborus—fetched 3010 gs. in one afternoon. 

Two sets of twins came before New-Year’s Day, and the first 
Moolsey foal hasarrived. By comparison of the years 1864-6 with 
1866-8,it seems that 4605 foals were entered with Messrs. Wetherby, 
and that 2325 started. Making allowance for those which have a post- 
mortem entry in the list and those which are not entered, it seems 
that only about fifty per cent of the foals come to the post as two- 
year-olds. Several of them are put out of training, and a few begin 
their racing at three years old. If we trace the 1539 foals of 1864, 
we find 729 two-year-olds in 1866, then 661 three-year-olds in 1867, 
and 418 four-year-olds in 1868; that there is a “‘highly- 
successful elimination.’’ 

The Doncaster Corporation have increased their race grant to 
£2000. A protest was made on the ground of morality (which 
cannot be exactly affected by the increase of the grant), and also on 
the old plea that no money should be voted to the races so long as 
the burgesses have any local charges. There is nothing in the latter 
point, as the races, after paying back the grant and all other ex- 
penses, produce annually a handsome surplus of several thousands, 
which have lightened local burdens not a little, and enabled the 
Corporation to pay more than a third of the expense of building the 
new Doncaster church when the old church was destroyed by fire. 
It is with the view of lightening these burdens still further, by 
keeping the meeting up to the mark, and thus securing a large 
annual surplus, that the addition to the grant is made. It isto be 
hoped that with the extra money the Fitzwilliam Stakes will be 
raised into a first-class mile cup race. 

Mr. Edward Brayley, and three other owners of racehorses, have 
surveyed the new Derby course, and expressed their opinion that the 
turn is far superior to the verydangerous one at Tattenham Corner. 
Mr. Brayley did not hesitate to say that if he had the best horse in 
England he would run him over it. Mr. Hodgman has given a 
diametrically opposite opinion, but Mr. Brayley’s exactly corre- 

ponds with Mr. Clark's professional certificate. The same objec- 
tions were made to the Metropolitan course, which really is an 
intricate one ; but ‘‘ careful Chapple’ rode over the course and pro- 
nounced it quite practicable. With a pertinacity, which is matter of 
observation, we have been assured in one eternal chorus for some 
weeks—1, that the new course couldn't be made: 2, thatit wasn’t being 
made; and, 3, that it would be worthless when made. If no reason- 
able arrangement can be made with Mr. Studd and the Derby be- 
comes void for lack of the course being available over which it is 
advertised to be run, we should fancy that the Stand Committee will 
offer this year and next a stake of £50 h. ft., with £2000 added, 
for colts and filiies engaged in the Derby. They cannot do less if 
they wish the public to support them in a very difficult question. 
Perhaps only thirty or forty might enter this year, as the owners of 
the rest would be glad to get clear of forfeits; but the entry for a 
similar substitute race next year would have fully a hundred. We 
do not, however, expect that anything will be settled till after the 
Spring meeting. 

Belle of the Village has won the Beaudesert Cup, beating Ate 
in the run up. Unfortunately, Lord B. Paget’s Moss Trooper 
was drawn against Lord H. Paget’s Dark Regan in the first round, 
and the former had to meet Lord H. Paget's Dark Regan in the 
first ties, in which Mosstrooper was drawn after an undecided 
course. The Burton Meeting takes the place of the Tamworth 
after the Waterloo this year, and a member of the firm of Bass and 
Co. has announced his intention of bonusing the principal winner 
with a barrel of ale. Cheer Bays Cheer, a son of old Belle of the 
Village, won the South Lincolnshire Cup at Holbeach. Tulloch- 
gorum’s stock won both at the Wolverhampton and North Norfolk. 
Cadarooro, own brother to Calabaroono, is announced for 
‘* cheap ;’’ and Patent Hops at £10. 

The members of the Cricketers’ Friendly Society met last week 
to see if a North v. South match could not be arranged this year. 
It has not been played since 1866, and it was quite hoped that G. 
Parr, Hayward, and Carpenter, who came to London to attend it, 
would endeavour to heal over past differences, which have been 
like a worm at the root of cricket. It wassettled that two matches 
should be played for the benefit of the society, one in London and 
one in the north, and then the chairman very naturally suggested 
that G. Parr should choose the Northern and Willsher the Southern 
elevens. However, Parr declined to do so, and so did Hayward 
and Carpenter, and therefore no matches were arranged. Did the 
Northern dictators expect to have the choosing of both sides, or 
did they wish the society to be broken up and the £2350 shared ? 

The Cam improvements have been begun already between Jesus 
Sluice Locks and Baitsbite. They will occupy about eighteen 
months, and £5000 out of the £6000 has already been subscribed. 

The Robertses, father and son, played a match at billiards, at 
the Bentinck Club, on Monday night. The former gave 40 points, 
and stood at 146 agninet his son's 113. Here the junior got behind 
the spot and holed the red ball twenty-seven times in a break which 
numbered 87, and as the game was only 200 up, he beat his sire by 
54 points.

The Ocean Home, an English ship, bound from Antwerp to 
Liverpool, with compressed bales of hay, caught fire at Spithead, 
on Saturday morning, and was entirely burnt out. The captain and 
the crew got ashore in safety.

Last year 14,000 men became sub- 
scribers, and nearly 490 persons were assisted. 


SCIENTIFIC RESULTS OF THE MONTH. 
Much attention has been excited in scientific circles by Professor 
Tyndall’s new researches on the chemical reactions produced by 
light. In these researches a glass tube, about 3 ft. long and 2} in. dia- 
meter, was supported horizontally, and was connected at one end 
with an air-pump, while at the otherend an electric lamp was placed 
so as to direct its rays along the axis of the tube. Purified air was 
made to bubble up through various liquids placed successively 
in connection with the tube; and the air, thus loaded with 

the vapour of the liquid, was subjected to examination by aid of 
the electric light. At first nothing was visible within the tube ; 
but in a short time clouds were formed which soon assumed sym- 
metrical forms, many of them of a very complicated character, and 
the vapour of each liquid was found to have a specific form of cloud 
belonging to it. Oxygen and hydrogen were used in place of 
purified atmospheric air in some of the experiments, with the view 
of ascertaining whether the appearances were in any way influenced 
by the nature of the gas employed as a vehicle for the vapour. 
But it was found that the gas was inert, and that the peculiar 
appearances were produced by the vapours alone. The 
liquids of which the vapours were subjected to examination were 
nitrate of amyl, hydrobromic acid, hydriodic acid, and others, 
known to be sensitive to the action of light. The action of 
the light first produces a nebula, and then seems to evolve 
order and symmetry from it, and in some cases these symmetrical 
forms are tinged with brilliant colours. Some of the forms resemble 
roses, others sunflowers, others fish with eyes and gills. In general 
the duality of the animal form existed throughout, and each 
feature had its counterpart on the opposite side of the apparent 
organism. This method of analysis promises to be productive 
of important revelation, not merely in chemical science, by enabling 
differences to be detected which would otherwise be imperceptible, 
but also in cosmical science, by enabling us to understand how, by 
the action of light symmetry, may be evolved out of chaos. Pre- 
cisely the same effects, Professor Tyndall has ascertained, are pro- 
duced by sunlight that are produced by the electrical light; and, 
when it is recollected that light consists in vibrations, and that 
material particles are symmetrically arranged by the vibration of 
the air that gives rise to musical sounds, it is not difficult to under- 
stand that impalpable particles suspended in air may be made to 
assume symmetrical forms by the peculiar vibrations which we 
denominate light. It is found that all the rays are not equally 
active in producing these forms, but that the principal effect is 
produced by the chemical rays of the spectrum. 

A singular gelatinous substance found at the bottom of the 
Atlantic is now undergoing microscopic examination. It the 
lowest form of living animal matter, and by many it is supposed to 
constitute portions of a gigantic Protozoan extending over miles of 
surface. 

An improvement has been carried out in Glasgow whereby con- 
densing steam-engines are enabled to dispense with the air-pump 
by making available for the ejection of the condensing water the 
energy of the educted steam proceeding from the cylinder to thé 
condenser. In engines working expansively a portion of this energy 
is utilised in the engine, as was shown by Mr. Watt just a century 
ago could be very well done; and in Corde’s steam-wheel, brought 
out about a quarter of a century since, the attempt was made to 
obtain power trom escaping steam by interposing a wheel resembling 
a water-wheel between the cylinder and condenser, on the van 
of which wheel the steam was to impinge. Alban, in his work on 
the high-pressure engine, mentioned the fact that in some high- 
pressure engines the pipe through which the steam escaped into the 
atmosphere had been found to collapse by the formation of a 
vacuum within it, a condition due to the energy of the escaping 
steam; and the analogy of the Giffard’s injector, in which water i 
sent into a boiler by the energy of a jet of steam, has for some time 
made it obvious that the water might be discharged from the con- 
denser by a like arrangement. The jet of water entering the con- 
denser has very nearly enough energy to accomplish its own 
charge against the pressure of the atmosphere; and, when 
energy is recruited by that of the steam escaping at a great velocity 
into a vacuum, it is tound that both the water and air 
charged from the engine without any air-pump at all. 

Liquid fuel, from which at one time so much benefit was expected 
by some persons, seems to have fallen, as we anti ipated it soon 
would do, to ition. It is found nowto 
greater evaporative efficacy than good coal, as it is without ashes 
But the risks and other objections attending its use are such that, 
even if its price were less than it is, there would be no prospect of 
its wide introduction, e&pecially in the case of steam-vessels, wher: 
its advantages were considered to be most conspicuous, 

Another of the vaunted improvements from which we never anti- 
cipated much practical advantage, and which seems to have fallen 
in popular estimation more suddenly than it rose, is that known a 
** hydraulic propulsion,’’ as exemplified in the Government steamer 
** Waterwitch.”’ For certain special purposes this method of p1 
pulsion may be advisable; but, as a more economical expedient 
than the screw or as one applicable to ordinary commercial vessels, 
in substitution of existing propellers, its prospects were nev: 
accounted as of any value by competent observers. The objection 
to the hydraulic propeller is the larger amoynt of friction ite use 
involves, as, not only has the water to be subjected to the friction 
of the revolving blades, in common with the screw, but it has al 
to encounter the friction of the casing containing the revolvir 
wheel and of the sides of the pipes leading to and from it. The 
locomotive efficiency of this species of propeller is consequently fu 
from high, and a vessel propelled by it will have leas speed with 
the same power. 

A new species of gas-burner for producing an intense light by 
means of coal-gas has been contrived by Mr. Hogg. The gas i 
mixed with atmospheric air and the ignited mixture is passed 
through iridio-platinum gauze. When the metallic gauze becomes 
hot, the flame disappears, and an intense white light is produced by 
the incandescent metal, by which light pe images may 
‘be obtained. The light is not blown out by a blast of air, so that it 
may be employed open in situations exposed to the wind. A similar 
light has been produced in France, but with the use of more gar, 
and with two pipes, one of them conveying compressed air. 

The use of inferior glass in bottles used for holding wine has of 
late attracted attention in France, as such bottles are found to 
impair the quality of their contents. To test -the quality of the 
glass about half an ounce of tartaric acid is introduced into the 
bottle, which is then filled up with water. If the glass is bad, 
the water will become gelatinous in a week. 

It has long been known that the appearance of frost on window 
panes may be produced by a solution of Epsom salts in beer, to 
which a little dextrine or gum has been added, the solution being 
applied to the glass by a brush or sponge. Mr. Kuhlman imitates 
the markings on paper or leather by brushing over a roller with the 
solution ; and, when the crystallisation is hard, this roller is rotated 
against another of soft metal, to which the markings are trans- 
ferred, and this last roller is then electroplated. By passing th: 
ages paper or leather beneath the impressed roller the markings 
will be communicated to the surface of the fabric. 

To cover copper or other metal with a film of platinum Boettger 
adds to a solution of chloride of platinum in water finely powdered 
carbonate of soda, until effervescence ceases; then a small quantity 
of starch sugar; and, a a small quantity of common salt 
the object of the last ingredient being to impart a white lustre and 
to prevent the blackish tint which might otherwise occur. 

A communication has been made to the French Academy by M 
Fritsche on a curious disintegration which tin has been observed to 
undergo from intense cold, cavities like those of basait being formed 
in the interior of the mass. 

In Girard’s new process for the manufacture of white lead, th 
granulated metal is placed in a rotating cask, with one fourth its 
weight of water, and a stream of air is sent through it for two hours

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THE REVOLUTION IN SPAIN. 


The sanguinary conflicts in the two cities of Cadiz 
and Malaga between the troops commanded by 
General Caballero de Rodas, for the Provisional 
Government, and the insurgents of the ultra- 
Democratic Republican party, have produced a 
very painful impression as to the political con- 
dition of revolutionised Spain. The Government 
forces were, indeed, successful in both those in- 
stances; and we learn, by the latest news, that 
Malaga is now again perfectly tranquil; but it is 
estimated that 400 persons were killed there in the 
street-fighting of New-Year’s Day. The struggle 
at Cadiz, prolonged during a whole week—from 
Saturday, Dec. 5, to the following Saturday—has 
been described, and we have given an [Illus- 
tration of one of its scenes. That which is 
engraved for our present Number represents 
the front of the Casa Ayuntamiento, or Town- 
hall, in the Plaza San Juan y Dios, defended 
by the insurgents, on Sunday, the 6th ult., against 


NEW-YEAR’S DAY ON THE 
BOULEVARDS. 


On New-Year’s Day, the great festival of Con- 
tinental Europe, the Paris Boulevards present a 
scene which, although, if viewed m the 
Madeleine wellnigh to the Bastille, it will be 
found somewhat monotonous, is nevertheless 
peculiar to the French capital. Those who are 
not familiar with it will find it reproduced with 
photographic fidelity in M. Jules Pelcoq’s capital 
drawing on page 44. Hundreds ef inclosed wooden 
stalls—tasteful enough erections in their way, 
but all constructed and painted after one model, 
and which go by the name of baragues—line the 
edges of the pavement on both sides of the 
Boulevards. Within these—although children’s 
toys have pre-eminence—every conceivable thing 
of moderate price that is likely to tempt the 
money from the pockets of the hundreds of 
thousands of pedestrians who promenade the 
Boulevards, not only throughout the day, but

ment of the Townhall the insurgents placed a 
36-pounder cannon, while at the left of the build- 
ing, across the ends of the streets, which there 
opened on to the square, were two barricades, 
each armed with a similar gun, and on the right 
& very strong and extensive two-sided barricade,

the opposite end. These guns, which proved 
frightfully destructive to the troops, were loaded 
with a variety of old iron—nails, screws, locks, 
keys, flat-irons, and scraps of every kind, of 
which heaps were collected in the basement of the 
Townhall. The troops from the barracks endea- 
voured to storm the barricades on the square and 
to take the Townhall, which they cannonaded 
with shot, shell, and grape. The marks of those 
missiles, with innumerable rifle-shots, are visible 
over the entire facade of the Townhall and most of 
the other buildings on the square. The trees 
which grew there, now torn by grape, present a 
most curious spectacle; and so do- the richly 
furnished and decorated rooms of the municipality, 
the statues, busts, clocks, chairs, lustres, and 
writing-tables being perforated and destroyed by 
the numerous projectiles that entered through the 
windows. A witness states that he counted 300, in 
a space of eight metres by four, on the facade of 
the Townhall, which building was struck thirty 
times by cannon-shot and shell. It was not taken 
by any of the attacks made upon it; but sur- 
rendered, with other posts held by the insurgentr, 
at the end of the week, when General Caballero de 
Rodas had brought an overwhelming force to 
effect the conquest of the city. Besides this 
sketch of the fighting at Cadiz, we give an Illus- 
tration of a very trivial incident at Madrid; one 
of the nocturnal sentinels, commonly nicknamed 
**Sereno,’’ who are employed to guard the banks, 
shops, and warehouses of that city, is beguiling 


This fashion of lining the Boulevards with stalls 
at the time of the jour de?’ an originated during the 
first French Revolution, and has lasted, with certain 
interruptions, up to the present time. In 1793, 
when new-year's gifts were made illegal in France, 
these stalls were suppressed, so that people might 
not be tempted to break the law. But they soon 
revived again, for custom was more powerful than 
legislation. They were, however, suppressed for 
the second time under the Empire, and again made 
their appearance at the Restoration, to be abolished 
in 1830, but only for a year, as the Revolution re- 
established them again. The city of Paris erect 
these baraques every year, and let them out at a 
rental of 1f. a day, payable every evening. Only 
articles of small size and moderate price are 
allowed to be sold in them; and household furni- 
ture, kitchen utensils, large articles of crockery, 
and stuffs in pieces are especially prohibited from 
being exposed for sale. According to the adver- 
tised regulations, to secure one of these baragues 
it is necessary to petition the commissary of police 
of the particular quarter in which the ap icant 
resides, who has moreover to prove that Ss has 
lived in Paris for at least a couple of years, and 
that he is poor and too aged or infirm towork. If 
this regulation is adhered to, the majority of the 
stalls must be relet, no doubt at a premium, for
